The caso’of J, S. Chalmers, Surveyor in 

tho: Public Works Department +. Tho 
Hongkong Tramway Co, Ltd, was 
resumed. The claim is for $1,000. for 
alleged wrongful imprisonment. 
.. Mr. F.C, Jenkin (instructed by Mr. P. 
W. Goldring) appeared’ for the plaintiff, 
and Mr. Eldon Potter (instructed by Mr, 
W. E, L. Shenton, of Messrs. Deacon, 
Looker, Dencon & Harston) defended. 

Inspector O'Sullivan, who was the 
Tuspector on-duty when: plaintifé arrived 
at the Police Station with a Sikh police- 
man and a Chinese tranway inspector. 
said a coinplaint was laid ugainst plaintiff 
hy the, tramway inspector, but he was not 
charged. ‘After hearing all the particulars 
he refused to charge: Mr. Chalmers, and 
this was entered-in. the refused charge 
book, Witness made inquiries with yegard 
tothe alleged wyong tieket, Ho asked the 
tramway inspector where the ticket was 
and he said he had thrown the ticket juway 
on board tho tram car. As to the questian 
of arrest, witness said that if the tramway 
inspector teld the constable to” arrest 
anyone itwas his duty todo so. Witness 
added that ‘the police were supposed to 
assist. the- tramway people as much as 
possible, and lo see that the’ regulations 
were carried out. | ty tie :
